JUDGE WHO TRIED 
LEO FRANK CASE 
DIES IN NEW YORK 


Friends Assert That Strain of 
Proceedings Caused Health 
to Break Down. —~ 


NEW YORK, March 23.—Judge L. S. 
Roan of Atlanta, Ga., who presided at 
the trial of Leo Frank for the murder of 
Mary Phagan and imposed the death 
sentence upon him, died of cancer in 
New York this morning, at 4:2 o’clock 
in the Polyclinic Hospital. 

Judge Roan presided also over the trial 
of Mrs. Daisy Ulrich Opie Grace, who 
was acquitted in August, 1912, of shoot- 


ing her husband. 

Subsequent to the conviction of Frank, 
Judge Roan,.at the time he denied the 
prisoner a new trial, is quoted as having 
said that he was not thoroughly con- 
vinced as to the guilt or innocence of the 
accused but as the jury had passed 
upon the evidence he did not feel. dis- 


iposed to overturn its verdict. 


Friends Declare Judge Broke Down 
Under Strain of Frank Trial. 
ATLANTA, Ga., March 23.—Judge 
L. 8. Roan had been in failing health 
for the last two years. His friends 
say the strain of the Frank trial and 
the attendant criticism aggravated 
his fllness. Intimates of the Judge no- 
ticed a marked change in his condi- 
tion at the end of the trial and he 
had refrained from active participa- 
tion in judictml affairs for the last 
several weeks at their suggestion 
and that of his attending physicians. 
Statements attributed to Judge Roan 
in the press further substantiated 
His weakened condition, the trial ap- 
parently preying on his mind and 
resulting in a general nervous break- 
down not conducive to a successful 

fight against his affliction. 


SENTRY SHOOTS AN AMERICAN 


British Soldier Fires When Launch

HAMILTON, Bermuda, March 23.— 
George B, Montgomery of Buffalo was

ON CHARGE nt 
KILLED 3 BRIDES 


Englishman Held as Husband of 
Women Found Dead i 
Baths. 


BODIES ARE EXHUMED 


British Newspapers Refer to 


Crimes as “Brides in 
Bath Case.’’ 


LONDON, March 23.—Charged with 
the murder of three women, George 
Joseph Smith, in the Bow Street Court 
today, heard Public Prosecutor Bodkin 


declare he had made away with three 
of his wives, the crime in each case 
being committed shortly after he mar- 
ried them. Each of these women was 
found dead in her bath; consequently 
the case has come to be known as the 
“Brides in the baths’’ case. 

Smith has described himself as a man 
of independent means. According to 
the evidence of Scotland Yard, which 
has been inquiring into the deaths of 
these women, Smith made use of various 
fictitious names in his matrimonial ven- 
tures. The women he married were 
found dead a few days after the cere- 
mony. Verdicts of accidental death 
have been returned, but now certain of 
the bodies have been exhumed with the 
result that the charges of murder have 


been preferred. 
Verdict Is Accident, 
The public prosecutor gave the names 


of the three women and the dates of the 


alleged murders as Beatrice Munday, 
July, 1912; Alice Burnham, December, 
1913, and Margaret Lofty, December, 1914. 

The defendant, according to the police, 
was born in London, the son of an in- 
Surance agent, and is 4 years of age. 
Smith was married, according to the 
evidence at a preliminary hearing, under 
the name of John Lloyd, to Margaret 
Elizabeth Lofty, at a registry office at 
Bath, in December, 1914. ¥ 

The couple came to London the 
same day and the next morning the 
bride was found dead in her bath, 
her husband calling in a doctor who 
reported the matter as a result of 
which an inquest was held. The jury 
brought in a verdict of accidertal 
death. 

He Is Identified, 

In February, information having 
reached the police that Llord was 
not the husband’s name, he was ar- 
rested and identified, the police say, 
as George Joseph Smith, who in No- 
vember, 1913, had married at Ports- 
mouth, Miss Alice Burnham, who a 
month later also had been found dead 
in her bath. 

In this case, too, a Coroner’s jury 
brought in a verdict of accidental 
death. The police also have had the 
body of another woman exhumed. 
This woman, who also died in her 
bath shortly after her marriage at 
Herne Bay, was married to a man 
who gave the name of Henry Wil- 
liams, and who is believed by the po- 
lice to be George Joseph Smith. 

Married Five Times. 

Prosecutor Bodkin said the accused 
had been married five times in all. His 
first wife was Carolina Beatrice Thorn- 
hill, whom he married in 1898. She now 
is on her way to London from Canada. 

“The prisoner will now be charged 
with the murder of three of these five 
women,” Bodkin continued. ‘“‘The case 
is remarkable for the greed for wealth 
which was the dominant motive in the 
taking of these three lives. We shall 
show that at the death of two of them 
#2800 ($14,000) was obtained and that the 
prisoner, when arrested, was in a fair 
way to obtain £700 ($3500) more.’’ 


The Prosecutor related how Smith had’ 


ardently courted each woman and had 
obtained from each a will making him 
the sole legatee. : 

All of Wemen Drowned. 

“In the death of these three women 
precisely similar circumstances existed,’ 
Bodkin said. ‘“‘Each was found in her 
bath; each died of drowning and each 
was first discovered by the prisoner.’’ 

The Prosecutor said he considered it 
remarkable that the prisoner had been 
able to face the Coroner’s juries un- 
trapped after each death and that he 
should only at the last be brought to 
court on a technicality regarding the use 
of a false name in an application for a 
marriage license.

INDIANS 10 GIVE UP 


He Says 27 Outlaws Willingly 
Surrendered on First Promise 
of Protection. 


RUNNER CONVEYED TERMS 


Tribesmen Will Be Turned Over 
to Federal Authorities in 
Salt Lake City.

BLUFF, Utah, March 23.—Brigadier- 
General Hugh L. Scott, Chief of Staff of 
the army, who brought peacefully into 
Mexican Hat 27 outlaw Piute Indians, in- 
cluding Olk Palk and his son, Tse- 
ne-gat, wanted for murder, talked brief- 
ly with a correspondent before leaving 
Bluff. He said: 

“This is the eleventh Indian uprising 
I have been called upon to quiet. I am 
pleased that I have been successful at 
sO early a date in treating with the 
Piutes. It has never been my policy to 


hurry matters, but to allow them ample 
time to become thoroughly conversant 
with every phase of terms you have to 
offer, before you put the final question, 
‘What are you gging to do?’ 


“I came in here prepared to spend 
any number of days to get in touch witfi 
the conditions. Once I can get them to 
come in and talk they learn that I am 
their friend and the biggest part of the 
battle 1s over. What I consider the 
greatest feature of all is the fact that 
once Indians have given me their prom- 
ise to be good they have never broken 
their word. Nor has it been necessary 
to go over the same ground the second 
time. 


“Of the 27 Indians that came into Mex- 
ican Hat in response to my request sent 
out by an Indian runner, Mike’s Boy, 
there was not one of them but what 
wanted to come in under my protection 
and give himself up. I have nothing but 
praise for the manner in which this 
campaign has been handled by Mar- 
shal Nebeker, and Indian Agents Creel 
and Jenkins, previous to my arrival. 
They hai a most serious proposition on 
their hands and that theré was no more 
bloodshed is Tittle 1664 than miraculous. 

“I will go direct to Salt Lake City 
with the prisoners, where they will be 
turned over to the Department of Jus- 
tice for trial.” 

J. E. Jenkins, Indian agent, who has 
been with Gen. Scott at Mexican Hat, 
left yesterday for the Navajo Springs 
Agency. He said he had talked with the 
Indians after Gen. Scott had obtained 
his four men and the rest of them had 
agreed to go to the agency just as soon 
as their horses are in condition to 
travel. 

Jenkins will be back in Bluff shortly 
to superintend the moving of the Ute 
Indians ty» the reservation. One hundred 
and fifteen Utes have already moved to 
the agency. 


YOUNG MAN, OUT OF WORK, TAKES 
POISON WHEN A SON IS BORN 


Says His Father, a Texas Land Owner, 
Drove Him From Home When 
He Married. 


Sam Staples, 23 years old, who says 
he is a university graduate and son of 
T. O. Staples, a land owner of Dallas, 
Tex., tried to kill himself by swallowing 
strychnine at Union boulevard and Sub- 
urban tracks, at 10 o’clock last night.

Experts Say It Will Stimulate Feeling in Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria—Correspondent Tells

LONDON, March 2.—The capture of 
Przemys!l is hailed here as one of the 
most noteworthy events of the war. The 
moral effect of the surrender, it is said 
will be tremendous, experts here argu- 
ing that it will stimulate feeling in 
favor of the allies both in Rumania and 
Bulgaria. 

British newspapers concede that Prze- 
mysl capitulated with honor, for in 
holding out for six months it withstood 
siege longer than any place during the 
war. The desire of the Russians to keep 
down the loss of life among the be- 
sieging army and the inferiority of their 
artillery prolonged the investment. 


Difficulties of the Siege. 
An idea of the difficulties encountered 


by the Russians in effecting the capitu- 
lation of Przemysl is given in a descrip- 
tien written by a Russian correspondent 
with the Russian army which took the 
fortress and forwarded by the Petro- 
grad correspondent of the Morning Post. 
He says: 

“The capture of Przemysl is without 


doubt ong of the most spl a feats the 
Russians have accomplis n the War. 
Six months is a comparatively short 
period for. it to have taken place, if we 
take into consideration the size and 
strength of the fortifications. 
“Przemysl Hes-on the line of railway 
and on the River San-and is surround- 
ed by nine large forts, 10 smaller forts 
and 16 field fortifications. It is also 
the center where are kept all supplies 
for Austro-German armies operating in 
Gelicia. During the Balkan wars, when 
Austria seemed likely to be dragged into 
the war, the forts were remodeled and 
provided with the most modern guns 
and all the most up-to-date munitions of 
war. Thirteen and l4-inch guns were 
mounted in armored towers operated by 
electricity and automatically disappear- 
ing after the gun discharged its shot. 
“Smaller forts were furnished with 
motor batteries, armored machine guns 
and a great number of quick firers. 
The smaller forts, constructed of the 
strongest concrete with special devices 
to conceal them from the enemy, were 
built in addition to the 16 permanent 
field fortifications. Numerous tempor-

ary fortifications were added after the 


trenches; wire entanglements and sub- 
terranean mines worked from the forts 
by means of electricity.

Russian Guns Inferior. 

‘Against all this Russia had the dis- 
advantage of inferior artillery—Russian 
siege guns being of a much smaller cal- 
ber than those of the fortress. The Rus- 
sians did not dream of having the 
smallest chance of overcoming the ar- 
mored forts as the Germans did at 
Liege. They had to rely upon the 
dogged perseverance of their troops and 
the skill and initiative of their officers. 
What excellence their artillery and un- 
undaunted courage of troops could ac: 
complish was done quickly after a few 
weeks of siege. The outer forts and 
field fortifications fell into the hands 
of the Russians, all the sikilfully ar- 
ranged devices giving way.

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MANOR RECALLED 
FROM BERLN WIL 
JN WAR COLLEG 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Secretary 
Garrison today would not discuss rea- 
sons for the recent frecall of Maj. 
George T. Langhorne from his post as 
military attache of the American em- 
basesy at Berlin. The Major, he said, 
would be assigned to the War College. 

Maj. Langhorne, it has been reported, 
brought with him important data relai- 
ing to German military organization 
which could not be trusted to letters or 
dispatches. He maintains strict reti- 
cence. é | 

War Department officials, however, 
gave assurances that the Major's re- 
call in the midst of the war was by no 
means to his discredit, and that gave 
impetus to a suggestion that he was 
ordered here that his information be 
used to the advantage of this Govern- 
ment. 

Ambassador Bernstorff of the German 
embassy expressed considerable amuse- 
ment over the incident, but said he 
knew nothing about what Maj. Lang- 
horne had absorbed while in Germany. 

“Tl hope the Major has all the facts 
about -German arms in his head,” said 


e Ambassador. 
Have Not Begun te Fight. 


The Washington ¢orrespondent of the 
New York Sun has sent a dispatch to 
his paper saying that Maj. Langhorne’s 
preliminary reports, it ts understood, in- 
dicate that he is prepared to demon- 
strate that the wonders of the German 
military machine are not yet fully com- 
prehended in this country. His informa- 
tion is said to be of acharacter warrant- 
ing the conclusion that the Germans 
have not yet begun to fight. The dis- 
patch continues: 

“The Major is in a position, it Was said 
today, to show that the American publi: 
has no idea of what the Germans have 
already done or what they are capable 
of doing tn a military way. 

“Tt is declared that Maj. Langhorne 
gathered information revealing an or- 
ganization of the nation’s resources in 
men, money and materials far beyond 
what has been yet indicated in other re- 
ports from Europe. 

Return Was Sudden, 

‘The recall of Maj. Langhorne in the 
midst of the war was not, it is believed, 
particularly pleasing to the German au- 
thorities. Usually military attaches act- 
ing in the capacity of observers of for- 
eign war operations are expected to re- 
main with the forces to which they are 
assigned for the duration of the war. 

“That Maj. Langhorne should sudden- 
ly return home in the midst of the war 
after he had received extraordinary op- 
portunities for study and observation 
was, itis declared, a matter of chagrin 
to the German military authorities, who 
do not look with any particular favor 
upon the idea of his making available to 
the. American military service all the 
data regarding the German operations 
when the war is still in progress. 

“Some difficulty is encountered in ar- 
tiving at a satisfactory explanation of 
the decision of the War Department to 
have him make his data available at 
once. While it is admitted that much 
that Maj. Langhorne has to report could 
not well be intrusted to mail dispatches 
reasons for the urgent summons for 
him to come home are not fully made 
clear. 

“That certain of his communications 
of a pro-German character came to the 
attention of the British authorities in the 
process of théir transmission is one re- 
port that reached this country soon after 
the announcement of Maj. Langhorne’s 
recall.

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BIG GERMAN GUNS 
IN DARDANELLES 


Howitzers Moved Quickly Ex- 
plaining Firing From De- 
stroyed Forts. 


PARIS, March 2—A gale blew 
through the Dardanelles Straits yester- 
day and the allied warships did not 
leave their anchorages, says a Havas 
dispatch from Athens. The morale of 
the crews on the vessels of the Franco- 
British fleet is said to be excellent not- 
withstanding their losses, and they are 
eager to get into action. 

It seems certain that Forts Chanak 
Kalessi, Hamidish and Kilid Bahr still 
are capable of offering a stubborn re- 
sistance. A number of Turkish field 
batteries have been posted along the 
straits and German howitzers have been 
mounted on rails so they can be moved 
quickly to threatened points. This .s 
supposed to explain tha firing from cer- 
tain forts such as Kum Kale. which 
were supposed to have been destroyed 

Standing at salute and shouting ‘‘Vive 
La France," the officers and crew of 
the French battleship Bouvet, sunk in 
the Dardanelles March 18, went down 
with their ship, according to the Tene- 
dos correspondent of the Athens Patrix 
who thus describes the action in which 
the Bouvet and the Gaulois were en- 
gaged: 

“The Captain of the Bouvet had been 
ordered to cross a dangerous mine zone 
and force a passage to Chanak Kalessi. 
thus making the allies masters of the 
straits as far as Nagara. At 1:20 Pp. m 
the Bouvet was five miles from Chanak 
and was firing at Fort Dardanus. She 
had crossed two mine zones. The Gau- 
lois followed, firing all her guns. The 
commander of the Bouvet, by a skillful 
maneuver, avoided two mines that were 
exploded by a destroyer, but a third 
struck her in the regia& of her maga- 
zines and she sank by the head. 

“Seven survivors of' the Bouvet 
climbed into a boat and spent the night 
in a bay on the European side of the 
straits. They were taken off the next 
day by a British destroyer. 

“When the Captain of the Gaulots 
saw the Bouvet was sinking he ordered 
“full steam ahead” without an instant’s 
hesitation, but his ship had heen struck 
seven times and he was obliged to put 
back, anchoring off Mavrais Island.”

1000 Shells Fired at One Fort Kills 
Only Ome Man, 
DARDANELLES, Tuesday, March .3, 
via London, March 23.—The warships of 
the allied fleet have made no. attempt 
to reduce the Tiiikish defenses abéut 
Kilid Bahr and Chanak Kalessi since 
March 7. Instead, they have been en- 
deavoring to sweep tne waters of the 

straits for mines. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press made a personal inspection of the 
effects of the bombardmént of’ Marén 
€ and 7 on the Turkish positions at 
Kilid Bahr and Kale Sultanie.’ Although 
the fire from the allied warships was 
accurate, the Turks suffered virtually 
no losses in the Kilid Bahr works. At 
For: Hamidieh the works were slightly 
damaged and one .aan was wounded. 
There was one casualty in Fort Darda- 
nus. A total of 300 heavy and 700 light 
shells were hurled at this position and 
only one man was Killed. The works 
were virtually undamaged. In every 
case the damage wrought by shell fire 
on the shore forts was astonishingly 
small. The most noticeable results of 
this fire were small funnel-shaped holes, 
where shells had struck in soft ground. 

Since March 7 a fleet of the allies has. 
remained inactive outside of the straits. 
No progress has been made since the 
Kum Kaleh and Sedd-el-Bahr forts were 
silenced by a cross-fire. Such a cross- 
fire as this is impossible inside the 
mouth of the straits. 

Officers are absolutely optimistic as 
to the outcome of the operations of the 
allies against the Dardanelles’ posi- 
tions. 


The foregoing ca:sparch was sent from 
the Dardanelles two days before the 
concerted advance of the allied fleet 
against the Turkish positions which re- 
sulted in the sinking of the French bat- 
tleship Bouvet and the British battle- 
ships Ocean and Irresistible.

Her hair, nearly black, and set, 
white face, seem strangely out of place 
above the heavy soldier's greatcoat 
that flaps open and shows her clad in 
riding breeches and puttees. 
The Ruins of Pervy#e.. 

Now we can see the ruins of Pervyse. 
Iror the next half mile we pass nothing 
but soldiers’ graves, thickly strewn on 
poth sides of the road, and huge, gaping 
holes, sometimes fivé or six in one field, 
showing where shells have fallen. In 
some you could only bury a sheep, oth- 
ers would hold a couple of horses. 

But here is the village itself. From 
the first ruined cottage a sentry emerges 
with hig rifle at the present. Our car 
stops, the. gendarme gives a password 
and tells who we are. After a brief con- 
versation our guide explains that no one 
is allowed beyond this point. 

Pervyse was a prosperous little vil- 
lage on Nieuport-Dixmude. Railroad, 
standing at a fork on the Furnes high- 
way, which branches off to the right 


We drove very siowly through 
the ruins that still remain. There is 
really nothing left but walls. Here anda 
there a red tiled roof still stands, but 
there is not a window, not a door, nor 
a chair, nor a table, nor anything to be 
seen as we pass through. It is as if we 
nad come upon the ruins of a village 
wiped out 100 years ago by an earth- 
quake, 

Here and there along the main street 
a sentry is On guard, and at the fork o1 
the roads we get out and look at what 
remains of the church. The three walls 
are still standing, but the spire and bel- 
fry have beeh shot away and the inside 
is nothing but a.mass of bricks and 
atones and plaster lying in heaps, from 
ene of Which part of the old pulpit 
emerges. aos ‘ . 

On top of a pile of bricks three of the 
stations of the cross‘are lying, their can- 
vas torn and frames broken. There is 2 
big crucifix, the whole of the. top of 
which has been shot away, leaving noth- 
ing but the upright, from which the low- 


cappelle.

with the feet pointing skyward anda 
still held by the heavy iron nail. 
Churchyard in Ruins, 

Around the church the little yard has 
suffered severely. Tombstones are 
smashed and the wreaths of black and 
white and purple colored beads placed 
there by pious hands have been hurled 
in all directions. Along the fron railing. 
close to the roadside, are some freshly 
dug soldiers’ graves that are marked 
with the yellow bricks and red tiles 
taken from the ruined houses. On the 
roughly made wooden crosses are crude- 
ly painted the names and numbers of 
the men who fell, as the rough inscrip- 
tion tells us, ‘Pour so pays,”’ or ‘‘Mort 
pour la Belgique’ or “Tombs au champ 
d'honneur.” : 

We get into our car again and drive 
on. Before we have gone 20 yards 
we are stopped by another sentry. Our 
gendarme’s explanations are of no avail 
and on a signal from the sentry half a 
dozen soldiers emerge from the ruins. 
The officer who is with us goes down 
and tells the Sergeant in charge that 
we are “Au service du Roi.” The man 
gives him a few explanations and we 
are allowed to proceed, A little further 
we come to the. wide clearing on our 
left and the Captain stops our car. 

He apologizes for making us walk and 
suggests, as the trenches are ‘only 250 
yards away and the Germans have an 
observation post near by, it will be bet- 
ter to go forward on foot. Down the 
road in front was something that looked 
like a railroad embankment. On one 
side of the road was an open field and 
on the other side the ruins of a few 
Rouses and sheds.

“Wasthat a shell?” the Captain re- 
plies: “They have seen our car and 
have got the right range. It will be 
better, gentlemen, to run over to the 
trenches.”’ 

We doubled forward at a good swing- 
ing stride, but before we got across two 
other shells came over. Almost parallel 
to the trenches and in front of them lies 
the railroad line, which we cross. We 
are on the very edge of the flooded area 
and it would be difficult to find a pret- 
tier sight than the one that meets our 
gaze as we look over the top of the 
breastwork. 7 

A wide expanse of water, just begin- 
ning to coat with ice that glistens in 
the sun, stretches before us for a couple 
of miles. Here and there the upper 
part of a farmhouse emerges from the 
white mirror-like surface. Nothing 
could look more peaceful and were it 
not for the shells whistling overhead 
there could be no thought of war. 

But the truth is that in those .tjttle 
farmhouses the Belgians and the Ger- 
mans have their extreme advanced 
posts. They are connected with the 
trenches by floating pathways of nar- 
row boards supported by wicker floats. 
There are only a few men in each out- 
post and they are relieved in the dead of 
night. But they have telephone com- 
munication with the trenches and re- 
port all the movements of the enemy 
on the other side of the flooded area. 

Beneath the water are lines of 
trenches filled with the dead bodies of 
Germans who were caught by the flood 
and drowned when the Belgians opened 
the dikes. There also British, French 
and Belgian soldiers lie In a watery 
grave. And doubtless many a peaceful 
peasant family failing to heed the mili- 
tary order to evacuate was unable to 
escape and was sacrificed, just as was 
all the livestock still remaining in the 
doomed area, to the necessity of stay- 
ing the German advance. 


Shells Ineffective, 

Far away to our left is the village 
 Mannegensvere,which is strongly heiu 
by the Germans. It is from there that 
we are being bombarded. Their bat- 
teries can almost enfilade the trenches 
we ars in.

A suit to set aside the will of Charles

The will was written 10 days before 
Ehrhardt died and provides that all per- 
sonal property, including furniture, 
money, bonds or other securities in the 
Vermont avenue home shall go to Mrs. 

To Mrs. Staffey is left real es- 
tate at 5718 Minnesota avenue as long 
as she lives and at her death title goes 
to Mrs. Lashly.

MAJOR TO DELAY SIGNING 
MOTHER'S PENSION BILL 


Gevernor Desires First to Hear Pro- 
tests of Board of Children’s 
Guardians of St. Louis. 

The mothers’ pension bill passed by 
the Legislature last week with an 
amendment making it apply only to St. 
Louis, will not be signed by Gov. Major 
until members of the Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians have had a chance to 

protest against it. 

Alfred Fairbank, agent for the board, 
said the bill transferred tiie work of 
caring for dependent children of widows 
from the Board of Children’s Guardians 
to the Juvenile Court. He said the Juve- 
nile Court did not want that responsi- 
bility. 

The Board of Children’s Guardians 
now cares for delinquent, dependent and 
neglected children. Under its super- 
vision 48 mothers have received pensions 
from the city the last year to care for 
180 children in their own homes. Of 109 
children placed. with 55 foster mothers 
in the last year, Fairbank said, 105 were 
taken from the home departrnent of the 
Industrial School as seon as the board 
was created. The board’s present work, 
he said, is almost exclusively devoted 
to caring for the children of widows 
and, when possible, the children are per- 
mitted to remain with their mother at 
the city’s expense. 

Fairbank said Senator Kinney intro- 
duced the bill at the request of some 
women, intending it should apply to the 
whole State. He said no charitable or- 
ganizations in St. Louis had urged its 
passage.

Business and Marriage Deeds of 
Liguest and the Chouteaus 
Go to Historical Society. 


POSSESS NO LEGAL VALUE 


Collection Rich in Autographs of 
Men and Women of Families 
Still Prominent in City. 


The yellow and crackling records of 
business and matrimonial transactions 
in the St. Louis of a century and a half 
ago are now open, for the first time in 
many years, to public inspection in the 
Missouri Historical Seciety’s quarters 
at the Jefferson Memorial. 

They were lately turned over te the 
society by the Recorder ef Deeds, in the 
boxes in whicn they have long been kept 


tn the city hall basement. The society 
has cleaned and classified them, 
straightened them out, to keep the folds 
from cracking them into sections, and 
has placed them in large envelopes in 
{is archives. They will hereafter be 
shown to visitors on request, though 
they pfobably will not be placed in the 
showcases. 

The signatures of Pierre Laclede 
Liguest, founder of St. Louis; of his 
wife, Mme. Marie Therese Burgeoise 
Chouteau; of her son, Auguste Chou- 
teau, and of Taillon, Labusciere and 
other worthies of that day, with whom 
last year’s Pageant gave present-day St. 
Louisans a passing acquaintance, ap- 
pear on these documents as principals 
and as witnesses. At least one auto- 
graph of each of the 3) men who landed 
here. with young Chouteau, on a Feb- 
ruary day in 1764, appears in the col- 
lection of documents. Some cf the sig- 
natures consist only of a cross-mark, 
with encircling testimony, by someone 
who oould write, to the signer’s iden- 
tity. 

No Lenger of Legal Value. 

According to former Judge Walter B. 
Douglas, vice-president of the his- 
torical society, the documents have no 
longer any legal value, and if all were 
destroyed, no existing land title or 
family name would be jeopardized. But 
their interest for the historian and the 
students is an ever increasing one. 

Most of the documents are in French, 
with here and there one in Spanish, 
and some of the later ones are in En- 
glish. The French and Spanish are 
easy reading for anyone having even 
a slight acquaintance with those lan- 
guages, and the handwriting, in most 
cases, is the clear, careful chirography 
of a time before the steel pen had dis- 
placed the goose quill. 

One of the earliest papers in the pile 
is a real éstate deed, executed May 12, 
1768, by Pierre Laclede Liguest and 
signed jointly by him and Mme. Chou- 
teau, with a notation stating that she 
signed on behalf of her children. Aug- 
uste Chouteau’s name was signed as one 

lof the witnesses. The name of Laclede 
appears as witness to the sale of a 
“moulin de cheval’’ (horse mill), by Lau- 
rente Trudeau to Louis Dehetre, ances- 
tor of a family still well known in St. 
Louis County. Again “M. Laclede Li- 
guest, merchant,”’ figures as buyer of a 
tract of land from Julien Roy, and still 
again as the purchaser of a negro slave, 
one Hommejean, from Joseph Desnoyer. 
The name of Gov. St. Ange is signed as 
a witness to this transaction. 
Elaborate Marriage Contracts. 

The first recorded marriage contract is 
that of Marie Josephe Beaugenou and 
Toussaint Hunaud, dated April 20, 1766. 
This and other marriage contracts of 
the time are as long as conveyances or 
wills, and contain various safeguards as 
to property rights. These contracts were 
solemnly drawn up and sighed even in 
the frequent cases where the bride was 
an Indian, without more than a blanket 
and a string of beads to her name. 

Wills of husband and wife were fre- 
quently filed as one document, providing 
that the survivor should inherit the oth- 
er’s property. Thomas and Marie Des- 
celle Blondeau made such a mutual will. 
Other wills are replete with statements 
of religious belief, particularly that of 
Guillermo (William) Hebert, or Lecomte. 
who devoted several paragraphs in Span- 
Ish to affirming in detail his faith in 
church doctrines. His recital of be- 
quests begins with, ‘First, I commend 
my soul to God, Who created ft and re- 
deemed it with the inestimable price of 
His blood, and I pray Him in mercy to 
take it to glory, where it was created: 
and my body 1 commit to the earth from 
which it was made.” 

The longest of the documents fs that 
recording the auction of the belongings 
of Pedro Piernas, Spanish Governor, in 
17%. The signatures of the different 
purchasers, cross-marks in several cases. 
appear, and under each is the signature 


| of a surety. 


Apprentice te Explorer Lewis, 
One of the most interesting of the pa- 
pers is the one, written in English, in 
which Rene Jussomme, May 13, 1900, 
bound his 13-yéar-old son, Toussaint, to 
Meriwether Lewis, famous in later years 
as an explorer. The contract provides 
that Lewis shall educate the youth 
without cost to the father, and does not 
specify that any service shall be per- 
formed in return. 
er documents of historic interest, 
which the Historical Society has late- 
ly acquired, are papers bearing the sig- 
nature of nearly all the Presidents of 
the United States, including Washing- 
ton, Jefferson and Jackson, and the 
parish register of New Madrid, which 
is in three volumes, the first in Latin, 
extending from 1695 to 173%, and the two 
later ones In French.

NEW YORK BANKER 


KILLS WIFE AND 
IMSELE IN HOME 


Howard Boocock Shoots Her 
While She Is at Piano, Then 
Fires Bullet Into Head. 


NEW YORK, March 23.—Howari 
¥ oocock, treasurer of the Astor Trust 
Co., who counted among his friends 
Henry P. Davison of the J. P. Morgan 
firm, shot his wife and himself to death 
in their home at 3 o’clock last night. 

While no motive can be assigned for 
the act, apparently Boocock had come 
from his office prepared for the double 
crime, as he was armed with &@ 
revolver. Only two weeks ago he re- 
turned from Cuba, where he had gone 
to recuperate from a slight operation, 
and was apparently in the best of 
health. 

When Boocock reached his home he 
was despondent. Tho two children. 
Kenyon, 8, and Dolly, 11, were put to 
bed early and did not dine with their 
parents. All through the dinner Mrs. 
Boocock, the maids said later, tried to 
cheer her husband. He remained silent 
and morose and Mrs. Boocock remarked 
she was glad the children had been 
sent té bed. 


Shoots Wife at Piano. 
After dinner Boocock lay down on. 2 


sofa in the dining room. He soon was 
fast asleep and Mrs. Boocock went t9 
the pianola in the parlor and began 
playing a soft tune. 

The police belicve that Boocock awoke 
from his sleep and, drawing a revolver, 
slipped into the parlor where his wits 
was still playing. The maids heard the 
music and then there was the report 
of an explosion. The music stopped 
The maids thought that an automobile 
tire had burst on the street. There was 
no more music after this. 

A minute or more later there was 1 
second explosion. That was when 
Boocock sent a bullet into the right 
side of his head. 

The servants were in: their rooms on 
the fourth floor. They did not go to 
the first floor to investigate after the 
two reports. 

Mr. and Mrs. James P. Shaw, sister 
and brother-in-law of Mrs. Boocock, 
arrived at the Boococks’ home about 
§:30, for a call. They saw the form f 
Mrs. Boocock and knocked on the win- 
dow, but there was no response. Then 
they rang the door bell. Still there was 
no response until. the servants came 
from the top floor. 

Entering the parlor, Mr. and Mrs. 
Shaw saw that Mrs. Boocock was shot 
through the left temple. In the dining 
room on the sofa was her husband. 
There was a bullet hole through his 
read and in his right hand was a re- 
volver. 


No Evidence of Financial Trouble. 
In a memorandum in Boocock’s pocket 


were a number of addresses which told 
nothing. There were no notes either 
which showed that he had contem- 
plated the double tragedy. 

If Boocock was in financial difficul- 
ties there was no evidence of it in his 
actions or among his effects searched 
last night. He was 39 years old. He 
married Miss Adele Kenyon in April, 
1900,

“GRAPHIC STORY OF NAVAL 
“BATTLE OFF FALKLANDS 


' LONDON, March 23.—The Daily News 
Publishes a letter received by Sir Thom- 
&s Esmonde, M. P. for North Wexford, 
from his son, Midshipman John Es- 
monde, 15 years old, who writes from 


H. M. 8. Invincible, about the Falkland 
Islands battle last December as follows: 

“Port Stanley, Falkland Islands—My 
Dear Father: At the time of writing I 
am right down in the South Atlantic. 
We have had a most pleasant. voyage, 
hardiv a rough day. On crossing the 
line I was rated ‘a son of: Neptune, 
with the usual! interesting ceremony, and 
¥ wave a certificate to that effect. We 
@arne here * * * from whence we sa!- 
“ed out to meet the Germans, 
though they caught us coaling in har- 
sor, were unable to seize their advan- 
“wee. I send you a very rough account 
of the action of Dec. 8. We fought, witir 
a short jull, from 12:55 to 6 p. m. 

“The stokers worked like mad down 
below. We use our precious oil now that 
we have got the enemy at last. The fun- 
nels belched out dense black smoke and 
flames, and we upanchored and rushed 
out. 

“But now we had a more 
quarry in sight, and 
enemy's flagship, the 
the first bout we were 
hit us three times, 
the same to her. 
as was shown later, utterly out-maneu- 
vered and outgunned and outmatched 
her. After the first bout there was a 
short lull, and I climbed upon the top 
of the turret to have a look around. 

“Suddenly we altered course and made 
for the enemy. I had not noticed we 
were closing, and when their first salvo 
went off I was still on the top of the 
turret. I could sec all the shells coming 
at us, and I felt that they were all com- 
ing straight at me. However, they all 
missed except one, which hit the side 
of the ship near the wardroom, and 
made a great green flash, and sent 
splinters flying all around. I hopped be- 
low armor quickly and started working 
again. We were nearing the Scharn- 
horst, and began firing for all we were 
worth. We hit again and again. First 
our left gun sent her big crane spinning 
over the side. Then cur right gun blew 
her funnel to atoms, and then another 
shot from the left gun sent her bridge 
and part of the forecastle sky high. 

“Juse before we up-anchored we 
heard the Canopus open fire on the 
Scharnhorst. The Scharnhorst fired 
eight shots; all fell long way short, 
and the Canopus fired six 12-inch 
shelis, all of which missed also. The 
Germans then retired a bit. 

Rammed Everything in the Way. 

“In the meantime we were tearing 
out, ramming everything that got in 
our way. We cut two small boats in 
half.

“On our starboard bow we could 
see the enemy. They looked quite 
close. Wwe increased speed slowly. 

“We were rapidly catching the Ger- 
mans, and sould see them maneuver- 
ing and signaling to one another. At 
11:15 I managed to get some bread 
and cheese to eat and then ran back 
to the turret. From the top of my 
turret I watched the Germans trying 
maneuver after maneuver, all to no 
purpose ,ag they were countered by 
our movements directed by the Ad- 
miral. At 12:55 the Inflexible fired 
the first shot. At 12:59 we fired our 
first shot. We fired at the Leipzic 
and nearly hit her. We wetn on firing, 
and finally caused her to drop out 
of the line. 

Invincible Struck Repeatedly. 

We were not escaping free, however. 
Shots were hitting us repeatedly, and 
the spray from the splashes of their 
shells was hiding the Scharnhorst from 
us.

through the gun ports and splinters 
flew all round, and we felt the whole 
1b0 and 200 tons of the turret going up 
in the air. We thought we would g0 
over the side and get drowned like rats 
in a trap. However, we came down 
again with a crash that shook the tur- 
ret dreadfully, and continued firing as 
hard as ever. Nothing in the turret was 
out of order at all. The range contin- 
ued to come down, and the whistle of 
the shells that flew over us grew into 
a regular shriek. 

“Down came the range—11,000, 10,000, 
9000, $800 yards. We were hitting the 
Scharnhorst nearly every time. One 
beauty from our right gun got one of 
their turrets fair and square, and sent 
it wWRizzing over the side. 

‘*The 12-inch guns were firing all 
around us. The German shells were 
whistling unpleasantly close, and there 
were splinters flying all over the place. 

“The Scharnhorst was firing heavily, 
but I could see that she was in a bad 
way. She was down by the bows and 
badly on fire amidships. I saw the 
Scharnhorst’s ensign dip, Y never knew 
whether it came down or not, because 
just then one of our lyddite shells hit 
her, and there was a dense cloud of 
smoke all over her. When it cleared 
she was on her side, and her propellers 
were lashing the water round into foam; 
then she capsized altogether and went 
to the bottom! So that the German 
flagship that had shown go little mercy 
to the defenseless Monmouth a month 
before sank with Admiral von Spee and 
900 German sailors, not a man being 
saved. To save any was impossible. 

““‘We then turned to the Gneisenau and 
fought on for nearly two hours. The 
Germans had fought well and were 
done. She had a heavy list to port and 
was burning furiously. The first funnel 
was down and she was an absolute 
shambles, her turrets in splinters, and 
her guns twisted into corkscrews. She 
looked a sad sight. It is not certain 
whether she hauled down her flag or 
not. I think she did. She slowly heeled 
over to port and tnen capsized just 
ahead of us. You could see her side; 
it looked like a huge whale’s back. 
Then she sank, and you could see 
wretched men caught one after an- 
other and sucked down in the vortex. 

“When we came hear we could see 
that the water was all yellow where she 
had sunk, and there was a dreadful 
smell of lyddite in the air. It was abso- 
lutely dreadful, what with all those 
wretched Germans drowning and send- 
ing up pitiful cries for help which we 
could not give because most of our 
boats were in splinters. ' 

Desperate Fight for Life. 

“IT hope I shall never have to go 
through it again. There were a lot of 
men floating when we saw the ship go 
aown, but when we reached the spot 
half of them were drowned. ' It was 


side, trying to hold onto the slippery 
sides of the ship, and then slipping off 
and going down, fighting hard for life, 
but going down and down till they were 
lost to sight. One grew sick seeing 
men in their death struggles; some of 
them had arms and legs blown off, and 
it was absolutely sickening seeing them 
sink, leaving behind a red trail. of 
blood. 

“We got out all the boats we could, 
and so did the Inflexible, and we man- 
aged to save some 300 men, including 
their Captain—a tall man with a black 
beard. Some of them had their heads 
quite turned when they were picked up, 
and tried to kill their rescuers, or 
jumped into the sea again and drowned 
themselves. One officer tried to shoot 
us with an automatic pistol, but it was 
wrenched from his hand and we es- 
caped. This is a leaf from a German 
officer's notebook (just before the 
Gneisenau sank): 

“5:10, Hit, hit! 6:12, Hit! 6:14, Hit, hit, 
hit again! 6:20, After turret gone. 6:40, 
Hit, hit! On fire everywhere. 6:41, Hit, 
hit! Burning everywhere and sinking. 
5:45, Hit—men dying everywhere. 5:46, 
Hit, hit! 

It ends just before the ship sank. The 
officer is on board here now. When we 
got the men on board they were all 
blue with cold, and several died. 

In the meantime the Cornwall and 
Glasgow had sunk the Leipzig, and the 
old Kent caught the Nurnberg and 
sank her, while the Dresden is damaged 
but has managed to escape. 

“Among the prisoners is an Irishman. 
He had been working on a tramp run- 
ning from Newcastle to Kiel, and when 
the war broke out he had been sent out 
in an Italian ship to the Gneisenau with 
some others. 


“We buried 14 Germans this morning 
with all the honors of war. * * * 

“T am sending you films taken during 
the action. Please send me the prints 
when the come out. [I am also sending 
you the tubes of the first five shots fired 
by the Invincible at the Helgoland and 
¥alkan Islands fights. I am very lucky 
in getting them. |

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PRISON SENTENCE 
UF E. M. DAVIS 15 
HELD UP BY WRIT 


Illinois Supreme Court to Re- 
view Case of Convicted A. 
J. & P. Promoter. 


Former St. Louisan Accused of 
Misappropriating $49,000 of 
Mother-in-Law’s Money.

A writ of error was issued by Su- 
preme Court Justice Farmer at Van- 
Calia, Ill, today, in favor of Edgar M. 
Davis, former president of the Alton, 
Jacksonville & Peoria Electric Railroad, 
“ho was sentenced yesterday by Circuit 
Judge Burton at Jerseyville to a term 
of from one to fourteen years in the 
penitentiary for embezzling $49,000 from 
the estate of Mrs. Annie B. Cross of 
Jerseyville, his mother-in-law. 

The writ was made a supercedeas, 
which stops the execution of the sen- 
tence until the Supreme Court has re- 
viewed Davis’ trial and conviction. Da- 
vis, who has been in the custody of the 
versey County Sheriff, but not locked 
up since the sentence was pronounced 
yesterday, will be released on $5000 bond 
as soon as the writ has been filed in 
the Supreme Court at Springfield..’ He 
has heretofore been out on $2500 bond. 
Judge Farmer doubled it. 

Case to Be Heard in June. 

Judge Farmer said today that the case 
would almost certainly not be reached 
at the April term of court, but woulé 
come up at the June term. 

Davis was formerly a St. Louisan and 
was president of the St. Louis Life In- 
surance Co. He lived, up to the fall of 
1911, at 24 Kingsbury place. He then 
moved to Jerseyville. 

Two indictments charging him with 
the embezzlement of $601,500, were re- 
turned against him by the Jersey Coun- 
ty grand jury in March, 1914. One charge 
was that he had embezzled $500,000 from 
Mrs. Cross and the other was that he 
had embezzled $1500 from Mrs. Laura 
Hliggins of Jacksonville. 

Mrs Cross gave Davis power of attor- 
ney to handle the estate of her hus- 
band, former president of the First Na- 
tional: Bank of Jerseyville and original 
promoter of the electric line. 

Tried for °Ritibezzlement. 

He was tried on the charge of em- 
bezzling $49,960 from Mrs. Cross. The 
evidence was that he received a check 
for. that amount from the St. Louis Life 
Insurance ‘Co. in exchange for $55,500 of 


| bonds’ of the electric tine. He contended 
4.that it-was simply a’ matter of book- 


keeping but did not account, to the sat- 
isfaction of the jury, for the amount of 
the check. 

Mrs, Cross was the chief witness 
against him. Her daughter, the wife of 
Davis, sat with him in court. He was 
found guilty Oct. 15, 1914.

LIVES WITH PART OF BRAIN GONE 


Soldier Is Operated on After Suffer- 
ing Bullet Wound 

PARIS, March 238.—An operation 
performed by Dr. Guepin by which 
part of a wounded soldier's brain was 
removed without the patient suffer- >» 
ing serious consequences was de- 
scribed before the Academy of Secl- 
eces last night by Dr. A. Laveran. 

The soldier, Dr. Laveran said, was 
taken to a military hospital with a 
penetrating wound in the occipital 
region of his cranium. Splinters of 
bone caused abscesses to form in the 
left cerebral hemisphere. These 
were removed but fresh ones formed 
and Dr. Guepin was obliged on two 
occasions to remove portions of the 
brain which protect the wound. Thus 
the patient lost at least a third of 
the left cerebral hemisphere, but

BRITISH DEVELOP NEW MINE 


Improved Type Is Declared to Be 
Hard to Find by Sweeping. 

EDINBURGH, March 9.—The Britisn 
navy has developed a new type of mine, 
which, according to the Scotsman, 
marks a new era in this branch of war- 
fare. The German and French floating 
mines have not presented such a very 
difficult problem, because it has been 
comparatively easy to sweep them up, 
owing to their suspension tackle. The 
new British mine has no floats and no 
tackle. It can be ejected from a tor- 
pedo tube or incontinently thrown over- 
board. If desired, it can be set to rest 
on the sea floor until the minute chosen 
by those placing it, when it will come 
up, not to the surface, but to the proper 
depth at which to meet the rushing 
bows of a ship.

NEW YORK, March 23.—Thomas Mott 
‘Osborne, Warden of Sing Sing prison, 
naivocated a new form of indeterminate 
sentence for malefactors in an address 
before the Parents’ League of New 
York here yesterday. He suggested 
that the members of the league write 
to members of the Legislature in sup- 
port of a measure to provide that a man 
should be sent to prison until he Should 
be pronounced “cured.” 

“Tt is a ridiculous idea for a Judge 
to send a man to prison and state be- 
forehand how long he must stay,’ he 
said. “It would be just as foolish to 
send a man to a hospital ‘and tell him 
Fe must stay there two weeks because 
he had the measles.” 

Warden Osborne told his audience that 
"they and not the prisoners needed re- 
forming; that they should look upon the 
prison as a place of education and not 
of punishment.

For one thing, the convic- 
tion has grown these past few days that 
our State Department's protest against 
the allies’ blockade will, after the study 
of our own and otner precedents, take 
no such sweeping form as was originally 
rumored, but will be confined to minor 
technical considerations, where we are 
clearly in the right and London in the 
Wrong.

B, W. Snow's report, 
wired to A, C. Petri, said: 

“A careful investigation made last fall 
at the close of the period of growth 
developed the fact that Hessian fly is 
present in the wheat crop this year over 
& wider area and to a greater extent 
than for several years. Ordinarily the 
2d of September brood fis not numer- 
ous enough to attract attention by ac- 
tual damage which becomes apparent in 
the fall, the natural function of this 
brood being only to furnish the means 
of completing the life cycle by carrying 
the pest through the winter for spring 
activity. Last fall, however, the num- 
bers were 80 great in many districts 
that the maggots of tne fall brood were 
numerous enough to materially damage 
the fields in which they were depos- 
ited. Under such conditions the num- 
ber of flaxseed carrted ever and ready 
to propagate as soon as warm weather 
is experienced, is large enough to con- 
stitute locally a real menace this spring. 

“The next few weeks will bring great 
complaint of fly presence from a wide 
area and it need cause.no surprise if 
a crop scare of consicerable proportions 
should develop. It should be erstood 
that after the carry-over maggots are 
hatched in the fall and enter the flax 
seed stage neither cold, heat, Mo nor 
drouth affect their vitality and they 
simply remain qulescent under whatever 
weather conditions are experienced until 
the return of spring warmth brings 
forth the mature fly ready to begin its 


spring campaign.
